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Council mulls 
plans to end 
‘enormous’ 
subsidies for 
sports pitches 


SPORTS clubs and 
players in Bridgend 
county will have to 
pay four or five 
times more than 
they do now to use 
outdoor sports 
fields and pavilions 
- or they will lose 
them - under new 
cost-cutting plans 
by the local 
authority. 


Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) says it can no 
longer afford to look 
after facilities such as 
rugby pitches, football 
pitches and cricket 
pitches and will be 
forced to close them 
unless organisations take 
them off their hands 
under community asset 
transfers (CAT) - or start 
paying much more to 
use them. 


Children’s play areas 
are also under threat, and 
bowling greens. 

The council says the 
charges currently 
applied on outdoor 
playing fields only make 
up 20 to 25 per cent of 
what it actually costs to 
provide and maintain the 
facilities. 

In 2017/18 the total 
income received from 
charges was £93,000 and 
the total expenditure was 
£452,000. 

The council hopes the 
change of policy will 
prompt sports clubs to 
“take responsibility” for 
the facilities through 
asset transfers. 

Communities director 
Mark Shephard said up 
until now “enormous” 
council subsidies had 
acted as a disincentive to 
clubs taking on asset 
transfers. 

Presenting the plans 
before councillors at a 
scrutiny committee 
meeting on Wednesday, 
September 5, he said the 
communities directorate 
needed to “change the 
culture” of the last 40 to 
50 years in order to save 
£500k over the next 
couple of years. 

He said: “In an ideal 
world this is not 
something we would 
want to do. 

“But if we do nothing, 
these facilities are going 
to close themselves. 

“Following seven 
years’ of budget cuts, 
frankly, there’s very few 
places to go where we 
can make further 
savings. 

“We believe this is the 
best option to try and 
preserve the facilities - 
there is a logic too in that 
those who use them the 
most take on 
responsibility for them.”

Andy’s Man Club 
provides a 
warm welcome 
in time of need 


ANDY’S Man Club, 

Bridgend’ has regular local 
meetings, thanks to the 
support of Porthcawl RFC. 

Andy’s Man Club is a national 
cause started to tackle male suicide. 

Peter Gillingham, who helps to run 
meetings at the rugby club, said: 
“Meetings are held at the club every 
Monday from 7pm to 9pm. We 
relocated from the original venue at 
the Brewery Field just over a year 
ago. 

“The club is part of a national 
organisation started after Andy 
Roberts died by suicide in West 
Yorkshire in 2016. 

“It was set up by his mum and 
brother-in-law - hence the name. 
There are now many groups around 
the whole of the UK.” 

The Bridgend group started in 
January 2017. It was originally run by 
Alun Maddock and is now run by 
Peter, who explained: “It’s a simple 
concept and has been well accepted 
across the country. 

“The club is a relaxed environment 


where men can come and chat about 
any problems they may have. We 
discuss issues and share advice and 
coping strategies. 

“People often say just sitting there 
and realising others have gone 
through similar experiences makes all 
the difference. 

“The club is a free service run by a 
facilitator who asks questions set by 
the organisation’s head office each 
week to get the conversation started. 

“We cover everything including 
bad domestic situations, loneliness, 
problems with finances, addictions, 
anxiety and depression. 

“People can talk in confidence 
about absolutely anything they want 
to. We can offer a bit of advice and 
solidarity and maybe direct them to 
other organisations that can help a 
little further. 

“Talking at a club like this can be 
more accessible than a more clinical 
route through their GP. We reduce the 
stigma of people not feeling great.” 

The club is open to any man aged 
over 18 years of age.

"M4 congestion will impede 
growth in South Wales’ 


Readers’ Letter 


B ridgend 

councillor 
Carolyn 
Webster is 
concerned that 
congestion on the 
M4, particularly 
around the 
Brynglas Tunnels in 
Newport, will have 
a negative effect on 
any future 
investment plans in 
the Bridgend area. 

Frankly, I’m sure she 
is right and that the same 
can be said for the whole 
of south Wales. 

In the 27 years since 
the original plan to build 
the Newport M4 bypass 
south of the current M4 
was announced in 1991, 
anyone who has had the 
misfortune use the M4 
regularly between 
junctions 23 and 28 will 
understand exactly 
where Cllr Webster is 
coming from. There is 


no such thing as ‘rush 
hour’ delays because the 
problems regularly occur 
24/7. 

Obviously, it is not 
only Welsh residents 
affected by this problem. 
The sheer waste of life, 
sitting in slow/standstill 
traffic must affect the 
view of Wales of those 
poor people struggling to 
get to south Wales/retum 
home from whatever 
event they attend in 
south Wales. 

As Cllr Webster 
points out, we now await 
the report from the 
Public Inquiry (which, I 
understand, has cost us 
£11M-I-) into whether the 
‘right’ route has been 
chosen. 

I may be missing 
something here, but 
although I accept that 


the black route has been 
tweaked a few times, its 
general trajectory is 
largely as originally 
announced 27 years ago. 
Consequently, I am at a 
complete and utter loss 
to understand why, when 
the preparatory work 
including various 
investigations 
(geological, ecological, 
archaeological et al) 
were set to be completed 
by the planned start of 
construction in March 
2018, it was decided that 
a Public Inquiry was 
necessary. 

I repeat, the decision 
was made 27 years ago. 
This inquiry has already 
caused the proposed start 
date (assuming the 
inquiry confirms the 
current route) to be put 
back 12 months. In the 
event that the decision is 
made to abandon the 
‘black’ route altogether, 
however, just when will 
it be possible to 
conclude all the 
preparatory legislation, 
surveys, etc, to enable 
the alternative route be 
started? I’m pretty sure 
it will not be next 


Spring. 

Personally, I simply 
cannot accept that 
anyone who insisted that 
an inquiry was necessary 
at such a late stage in the 
project had the best 
interests of Wales, the 
Welsh people or the 
Welsh economy at heart. 

As someone greatly 
affected by this project, I 
wasn’t actually too 
worried when the route 
was first announced in 
1991, mainly because I 
was 46 and at that age 
you think you’ll live 
forever. At the time I 
just thought I’d cope 
with the building of it 
and then return to 
normal. Now, of course. 
I’m 73 and for health 
reasons it is imperative 
that I move as soon as 
possible to enable me to 
get on with whatever 
quality time I may now 
have left. 

Perhaps Cllr Webster 
and any other similarly 
concerned people should 
consider signing the 
petition on the following 
website in support of 
getting on with the job 
of building the M4 
bypass which was fully 
considered and agreed 
27 years ago by our 
elected representatives.

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Transfer 
of health 
services 
approved 


THE proposal for 
health services in 
Bridgend to come 
under Cwm Taf 
University Health 
Board’s control 
from next April 
have been agreed. 

At a special meeting 
on Thursday, August 30, 
Cwm Taf’s health board 
approved the transfer list 
of 137 services from 
April next year when the 
Bridgend area is moved 
into the health board 
from Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg (ABMU). 

The Welsh 

Government health 
secretary Vaughan 
Gething announced in 
June that Bridgend 
County Borough would 
be served by Cwm Taf 
from April 1,2018. 

A joint transition 
board made up of 
representatives of both 
health boards has been 
set up to oversee the 
transfer. 

The list of services is 
divided into three 
categories including: 

Services 
commissioned and 
provided by Cwm Taf 
including paediatric s, 
care for the elderly, 
intensive care, 

midwifery, general 
medicine, physiotherapy 
and mental health 
services; 

Services 
commissioned and 
provided by Cwm Taf 
but with service level 
agreements (SLAs) with 
ABMU to keep 
providing services in 
some areas including 
stroke services, 

diagnostic services, 
neonatal unit, endoscopy 
and ophthalmology; 


Services to be 
commissioned by Cwm 
Taf but provided by 
ABMU, including 
neurology. 

Chief executive of 
Cwm Taf, Allison 
Williams, said that the 
service transfer is the 
first critical decision to 
be made and that the 
matter has come before a 
special board meeting 
for the consultation to 
start in September. 

Ms Williams said the 
staff transfer cannot 
happen until the service 
transfer is completed and 
that some service 
transfers are easier to 
deal with than others. 

She said: “Patients 
should continue to be 
able to access services 
wherever they choose 
and where they do now. 
We want to make sure 
patient services are not 
disrupted in any way.” 

Ms Williams 

confirmed that any key 
appointments made 
would be discussed with 
both health boards 
before a decision is 
made. 

Professor Marcus 
Longley, the chairman of 
Cwm Taf, congratulated 
everyone who had been 
involved in the transfer 
of services. He said: “To 
still be on track and to 
have reached an 
agreement without the 
need to bring in anyone 
else is a huge testament 
to those involved”, 
adding that progress had 
so far been encouraging.

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Reader’s anger as communal 
bins left overflowing in Sarn 


‘FILTH!’ That is 
how GEM reader 
Darren Punter - 
who submitted this 
photograph - 
described this site 
near his home on 
Jubilee Crescent in 
Sarn. 

The communal bin 
area, which fronts 
directly onto the road, 
serves around 25 or so 
properties on an estate 
managed by Valleys to 
Coast Housing (V2C). 

Mr Punter - a single 
father of two, and a 
warehouse manager - 
says he and fellow 
residents are at their wits 
end. 

“This has been going 
on for months, and I am 
not the only person to 
have made complaints to 
V2C about it,” he began. 


“Week in, week out, 
the day the rubbish is 
collected varies.” 

Refuse collection 
within Bridgend county 
borough is the 
responsibility of the 
borough council 
(BCBC), which has 
contracted Kier to 
manage it. 

Worse, he says, than 
the haphazard collection, 
is that not all of the 
rubbish - furniture and 
white goods are also 
often dumped - belongs 
to Jubilee Crescent 
residents. 

“The bins front 
directly onto the road, 
and many times during 
the day and night, cars 
pull up, drop their 
rubbish, and drive off. 

“A letter fell out of a 
bag once, and the 
address was in Ogmore 


Vale. People are coming 
to our community to 
dump their rubbish.” 

Mr Punter noted that 
there is another 
communal bin area, 
which does is not 
directly on the road, and 
has not the same 
problem. 

“If you look closely in 
the photo, you can see 
there is a sign saying 
‘No fly-tipping’, and 
that offenders can be 
prosecuted. Has anyone? 
I doubt it.” 

A houseproud father, 
Mr Punter is pleased, 
however, that the record- 
breaking hot spell is 
over. 

“I have lived right 
next to these bins since 
March. 

“The stench has been 
horrific, it attracts rats 
and clouds of flies. I, 


and my neighbours, 
couldn’t have our 
windows open during 
the summer not only 
because of the smell, but 
also because of the flies. 

“This site - it’s more 
like a tip, really - is also 
right next to the 
children’s play area. 

“I want my children 
to go out and play, as do 
other parents around 
here, but we’re worried 
about rats, dogs or foxes 
that are attracted to this, 
and what diseases their 
mess may contain.” 

Mr Punter said he and 
other residents have 
approached V2C with 
suggestions, not just 
complaints. 

“The area could be 
caged off and locked, 
and only residents could 
have a key or access to 
PIN to unlock the gates. 


This might not end the 
problem, but it could 
reduce it.” 

The GEM contacted 
V2C, BCBC, Kier, and 
the local borough 
councillor for the Sarn 
ward. 

We asked how long 
had they known about 
this problem, how many 
people had complained, 
what action had been 
taken, and what action 
was proposed. 

Only BCBC and V2C 
responded. 

A spokesperson for 
the council said that it 
was informed by Kier, 
after it received calls, 
and that the rubbish was 
removed the following 
day (September 6). 

The spokesperson 
added: “BCBC has 
liaised with V2C and has 
sent enforcement 
officers into the area to 
investigate further and 
speak to local residents.” 

The V2C spokes¬ 
person said: “V2C is 
working in partnership 
with BCBC and Kier to 
solve rubbish collection 
problems. 

“BCBC is looking at 
introducing enforcement 
notices to be served to 
prevent those who are 
caught fly tipping. 

“V2C will also work 
with the community to 
identify what further 
improvements can be 
made to ensure we have 
thriving communities.”

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New housing 
development for 
nine homes is set 


for Bryncethin 


PLANS for up to nine homes 
in Bryncethin have been 
approved. 

The outline planning application 
for land off Ffordd Leyshon went 
before councillors on August 30. 

The plans by Robert Vicker of Ty 
Maen have prompted a number of 
objections over the loss of green 
space and the site being outside of 
the settlement boundary. 

Bridgend Ramblers objected on 
the basis that the ‘right of way’ will 
be obstructed by the proposed 
development. 

Two years ago, plans for up to 15 
homes on the same site were 
approved, but the landowner hit 
difficulties when it became apparent 
part of the access road for three of 
the homes was in the ownership of a 
third party. 

According to an officer’s report 


on the plans, a resolution has not 
been found, prompting the revised 
application. 

In recommending the plans for 
approval, officers said that while 
public access along the right of way 
had encouraged recreational uses 
across the green space, the land was 
privately owned and was not offered 
the formal protection of an area of 
open space. 

Councillors voted in favour of the 
plans, subject to conditions. 

These include 20 per cent of 
‘affordable homes’ being included 
and a financial ‘contribution’ being 
made toward the provision of a 
central pedestrian refuge on the 
A4061, near the junction with 
Daleside.

IN August, a team 
of 38 people from

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Resurfacing 
work, and 
road closures, 
in Bridgend 


MORE of Bridgend 
county borough’s 
most well-used 
roads will be 
resurfaced over the 
next couple of 
months as part of a 
£1.5 million 
highways upgrade. 

Work is already 
underway in Ffordd yr 
Eglwys, Comelly, while 
the resurfacing work 
will move to the A4061 
Aber Road / Ogwy 
Street in Nantymoel in 
early October, followed 
by the A4093 Graig 
Terrace in Blackmill. 

All of those roads 
will remain open to 
vehicles while the work 
is carried out. 

Some other 
resurfacing work will 
involve temporary road 
closures. 

In Bridgend, a section 
of the A48 Cowbridge 
Road will be closed 
overnight between the 
York Road junction for 
Bridgend industrial 
estate and the A48/A473 
roundabout (Parc Plaza) 
between midnight and 
6am from September 17 
to October 1. 

A stretch of the A48 
between the A48/A473 
roundabout (by Parc 
Plaza) and the junction 
with the Waterton 
industrial estate road (by 
Bridgend Ford 
dealership) will also be 
closed for resurfacing 
during the same dates 
and times. 


There will also be a 
temporary road closure 
along the B4265 
Ewenny Road from the 
northern boundary of 
number 93 Ewenny 
Road to the A48 
Ewenny roundabout 
between 7pm and 
midnight from 
September 30 to 
October 11. Temporary 
diversions will be in 
place. 

Some limited 
temporary closures will 
also be required for the 
resurfacing of 
Evanstown’s Abercerdin 
Road before the end of 
October. 

Several other key 
routes in Bridgend 
county borough have 
already been resurfaced 
during the past couple 
of months, including the 
B4181 Coy church Road 
near Brackla, the top of 
the A4061 Bwlch 
mountain, Brocastle 
Avenue on the Waterton 
Industrial Estate and the 
Stormy Lane junction 
on the A48. 

The B4281 through 
Cefn Cribwr will be 
completed on September 
16, with the works 
being concluded by 8pm 
following

Bridgend prisoner gets extra jail 
time for mobile phone offence 


SECURITY officers at Bridgend’s Parc 
Prison had a shock when they carried out 
a strip search on an inmate who was 
serving a sentence for manslaughter, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Between his buttocks, said prosecutor David Pugh 
at Cardiff Crown Court, was a mobile phone, an item 
banned in the prison. 

Talos Miller, 39, had admitted before Cardiff 
Magistrates possessing the phone and a SIM card 
and had been committed for the crown court to 
sentence. 

Possession of such phones in a prison has become 


a significant problem, said Mr Pugh. 

He said that on March 31, a special security team 
with phone detectors went to Miller’s cell where a 
SIM card fell out of a trouser pocket. 

“They suspected he had something else hidden. 
He was uncooperative but they found between the 
cheeks of his buttocks, the mobile phone”. 

Mr Pugh said it was clear that it was not used for 
any criminal activity. 

Miller later said he used it to contact his mother in 
Manchester. 

It was revealed that in the 12 months up to March 
this year, there were 154 incidents when mobile 
phones were discovered in Parc Prison. 


The court heard that Miller had convictions for 65 
offences, including robbery and assault. 

He is currently serving an indeterminate sentence 
for manslaughter and this involved Miller attacking 
a man in a pub, who later died of a brain injury. 

His counsel, David Webb, said: “He made full 
admissions and at no time tried to pull the wool over 
anybody’s eyes, and the crown accept the phone was 
not used for any illegal activity.” 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins jailed him for eight months, 
to run consecutively to his present sentence. 

The judge told him: “Possession of these items is 
most serious.”

He added: “The provision at the 
moment is incredibly cheap - an 
adult sports pitch is about £55 and if 
you divide that by 15 rugby players 
or more, as there are often subs, then 
you’re talking about £3 per 
individual. 

“This is a genuine attempt to find 
a way of working with clubs and 
preserve the facilities we have at the 
moment. 

“If there’s no interest in running 
the facility and none of the preferred 
options come about there will still be 
access, in that it will be public open 
space, but the facilities won’t be 
maintained and in terms of use for 
formal sports provision, it won’t be 
available for that purpose. 

“There is a doomsday scenario 
here.” 

He said other local authorities such 
as the Vale of Glamorgan, Neath Port 
Talbot and Carmarthenshire were 
making similar changes. 

Councillors raised concerns over 
the complexity of applying for a CAT 
transfer saying many sports clubs are 
run by volunteers with limited 
financial backgrounds and the whole 
process frightens them. 

Mr Shephard said there were plans 
to simplify the process and there 
would be a package of support for 
interested organisations. 

He told councillors in order to 
achieve the full £500k it would also 
be necessary to review children’s 
play areas with CAT transfer 
opportunities for town and 
community councils, adding that 
ultimately the council had to make 
savings and it would close play areas 


if alternative options were not found. 

Councillors criticised the lack of 
detail in the report on the 
consultation, saying organisations 
needed to know more before 
committing to CAT transfers but Mr 
Shephard said it was a ‘conceptual’ 
consultation and to go into further 
detail would mean a delay of the 
consultation, leaving less time for 
clubs and organisations to prepare. 

He said: “We deliberately haven’t 
gone into issues on this scale, it’s 
about trying to explain to users that 
we’re going to have to change the 
way in which they pay, or manage, 
these facilities.” 

Cllr Nicole Burnett said she was 
concerned about the fragmentation of 
facilities to individual organisations 
and the loss of local authority 
control. 

She said: “We are forcing a 
dedicated voluntary sector with 
ageing volunteers to commercialise 
themselves to a point way beyond 
their capacity, they just want to play 
sport. 

“The plan is to flog off our assets 
to numerous organisations which are 
completely unprepared and don’t 
have the capacity or professionalism 
to do it. 

“There will be some shining 
examples and some terrible failures.” 

“We need a separate third sector 
organisation that doesn’t exist yet in 
order to facilitate this.” 

Cllr Roz Stirman said some 
playing fields were never used and 
recommended the council find out 
which were not to eliminate them and 
focus on the ones which were used. 

Cllr Lyn Walters said it was “very 


reasonable” to charge sports clubs 
more saying the subsidies were “too 
generous” at the moment. 

She said: “We have created this 
problem over the last 40 to 50 years 
and now we have to make hard 
decisions and sports clubs are going 
to have to step up and pay for these 
facilities.” 

Cabinet member for communities 
Richard Young admitted the route 
being taken was “emotional”. 

He said: “There aren’t any easy 
answers with regard to the way 
forward. 

“In order to meet increasing 
budget cuts there is no room to 
wriggle in any future years - the 
director rightly says if we don’t do 
something like this now then come 
2022/23 we won’t have any choice 
but to close them.” 

The council plans to go out to 
public consultation following a 
cabinet meeting on September 18. 

Mr Shephard said the council 
would be writing to every current 
user of the facilities as well as sport 
governing bodies such as the Welsh 
Rugby Union, and town and 
community councils. 

A report will then go before the 
scrutiny committee and cabinet in the 
first half of 2019.

‘Affordable housing’ 
plans in Brackla 
are back again 


PLANS to build ‘affordable’ 
homes on a children’s play 
area in Bridgend are to go 
before councillors again after 
they asked whether the need 
for housing outweighed the 
loss of recreational space. 

Wales & West Housing Association 
want to build four two-bedroom 
homes on land to the west of Bryn 
Bragl in Brackla. 

The site originally formed part of a 
larger scheme for 14 homes but the 
development was reduced to 10 
homes, which then gained planning 
consent in July. 

A condition of permission at the 
time involved the provision of an 
equipped play area which included a 
programme for ongoing maintenance. 

But the housing association has 
now submitted another application to 
re-instate the four extra homes. 

The site is currently an open space 
and involves an ‘informal unequipped 
recreational space’ with an all- 
weather multi-sports ball court. 

Planning officers at Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
recommended the plans be turned 
down, saying they went against 
policies protecting open space and 
recreation facilities. 


The officers point out that if the 
plans gain consent, only a small area 
will then be left designated for 
children’s play and that due to its 
scale, shape and location, it won’t be 
readily usable for local children, and 
won’t provide much amenity for 
existing residents, the wider 
community and future occupiers of 
the affordable homes already 
approved. 

However at a development control 
meeting on August 30, councillors 
asked whether the benefits of 
affordable housing outweighed the 
reasons for refusing it. 

A council audit on children’s play 
areas which took place last year 
indicated Brackla Ward had too many 
“unequipped informal play spaces” 
but not enough equipped play space. 

Affordable housing has also been 
identified as a ministerial priority for 
the Welsh Government. 

The plans are to come before 
councillors again once extra 
information has been gathered on 
whether the development justifies the 
loss of greenspace.

Concept of light years 
can be hard to grasp 


A FEW weeks ago, a contestant 
on a popular TV quiz 
programme was asked this 
question and she was given 
three captioned options from 
which to choose her answer: 

Is it a measurement of time, distance 
or temperature? As I recall, the lady 
quickly discarded option three 
(temperature) but pondered for some 
little time over the other two before 
finally opting for time. 

Her answer was locked in and, after 
the usual short wait to build suspense, 
it was shown to be wrong. Distance 
was highlighted as the correct answer. 

So why is a word relating to time 
(year) used in a measurement of 
distance, causing understandable 
confusion to quiz contestants? 

Well, the stars are so far away from 
us that if we simply express their 
distances in miles and kilometres, we 
end up with impossibly huge numbers, 
so instead, astronomers speak of their 
distances in light-years. 

Light is the fastest-moving stuff in 
the universe. In old money, it travels at 
an incredible 186,000 miles per 
second. That’s very fast. If you could 
travel at the speed of light, you would 
be able to circle the Earth’s equator 
nearly eight times in just one second. 

The Earth’s equator is almost 25,000 
miles so eight times that is 200,000 
miles. A light-second is defined as the 
distance light travels in one second, i.e. 
approx. 200,000 miles. The Moon is 
230,000 miles away from Earth, so 
that’s a distance of just over one light 
second. 

Eollowing on from this, a light-year 
is the distance light travels in one year. 
How far is that? Multiply the number 
of seconds in one year by the number 
of miles that light travels in one 
second, and there you have it: one 
light-year is very nearly six trillion 
miles. 

The 20th century astronomer Robert 
Burnham devised an ingenious way to 
portray the distance of one light-year 
and of expressing the distance scale of 
the universe in simple, understandable 
terms. 

He did this by relating the light-year 
to the distance from the Sun to the 


Earth. That’s just about 93 million 
miles - a distance of eight light- 
minutes (if the Sun were ever to blow 
up or go out, we wouldn’t actually 
know about it until eight minutes after 
the event). 

Robert Burnham noticed that, quite 
by coincidence, the number of Earth- 
Sun distances in one light-year and the 
number of inches in one mile are 
virtually the same. There are 63,000 
Earth-Sun distances in one light-year, 
and 63,000 inches in one mile. This 
wonderful coincidence enabled him to 
bring the light-year down to Earth. 

If we think of the Earth-Sun 
distance as just one inch then, on this 
scale, a light year represents one mile. 
The closest star to Earth, other than the 
Sun, is Alpha Centauri at some 4.4 
light-years away. Thinking of the 
Earth-Sun distance as one inch places 
this star at a distance of 4.4 miles. 
Using this same scale, here are the 
distances to some other rather well 
known heavenly objects. 

Sirius: 9 miles; Vega: 25 miles; 
Betelgeuse, the orange star in the 
constellation Orion, 427 miles; the 
black hole at the centre of our galaxy, 
27,000 miles; and Andromeda, our 
nearest galactic neighbour comprising 
hundreds of billions of stars, 2.3 
million miles. 

Andromeda, incidentally, is visible 
to the naked eye in the northern sky as 
a faint smudge and now is a good time 
to look for it. You’ll need a truly dark 
sky and a keen eye, but you can find it 
by star hopping from the constellation 
Cassiopeia, the Queen. 

Cassiopeia is very easily identified 
in the northeast sky at nightfall as a 
very distinct W shape. You’ll note that 
one half of the W is more deeply 
notched than the other half. 

This deeper V is like an arrow in the 
sky, pointing directly towards 
Andromeda at a distance of just over 
twice the length of one side of the 
arrowhead (notch). 

If, like mine, your eyes are not what 
they once were, then binoculars will 
certainly help. If you can spot it, 
remember that the actual light you are 
seeing began its journey 2.3 million 
years ago.

accommodation to 
people who are street 
homeless. As the cold 
weather draws in and 
the dark nights return, 
this service will be in 
increasing demand. 

In contrast, most 
people know Y Bont 
and the fantastic work 
the staff there do 
working with children 
with special needs. Y 
Bont is a charity and the 
trustees spend hours 
bidding for and seeking 
funds to keep the 
facilities available at the 
cutting edge of the 
educational experience 
for the children. 

They were fortunate 
to be chosen by 
Freudenberg a 
multinational company 
with a factory in Port 
Talbot as a charity to 
support. The company 
had helped provide the 
children at Y Bont with 
a new sensory garden 
and playground. 

Staff from 

Freudenberg also helped 
alongside volunteers to 
build the playground 
and garden, which 
opened in August. 
Funding support will 
continue for at least the 
next two years and their 
involvement has made a 
huge difference to the 
lives of the children. 



Y Bont were also 
part of my discussions 
with staff from the Big 
Lottery as a grant of 
£530,055 has been 
made to help with new 
developments in the 
indoor space for the 
children. 

Despite the success 
of local organisations 
such as Y Bont and St 
Theodores in Kenfig 
Hill, who will have 
£100,000 to develop a 
new wellbeing facility 
at the church, Bridgend 
is not accessing lottery 
funds the way it should. 

Not enough bids are 
coming from local 
charities, sports clubs 
and organisations that 
could benefit.

A £0.01 
percentage change can 
bring a loss of millions 
to a company, a major 
issue when a bad news 
day about Brexit 
triggers changes on the 
world’s currency trading 
floors. 

The need for 
seamless trading and 
movement of goods 
post Brexit is critical for 


many companies, but 
especially so for the 
automotive industry. 

Car parts move back 
and forth across Europe 
before a finished car is 
sold to a customer. 

Border hold ups and 
tariffs would mean 
having to find finances 
to pay for, and space to 
stock pile parts, 
employing new staff to 
complete customs 
declaration forms as 
well as potentially 
leaving workers in 
assembly plants such as 
Bridgend with nothing 
to do while waiting for 
parts. Those four 
engines built every two 
minutes, need a lot of 
parts. 

Uncertainty between 
a hard Brexit, a no deal 
Brexit and the Chequers 
agreement do not help 
business or customers 


make decisions. 

These three messages 
were repeated by local 
small and medium-sized 
business and the 
representative from the 
Welsh Government, 
who later joined us for a 
round table discussion. 

Einally there was a 
tour of the new Dragon 
assembly area and a 
chance to meet the plant 
management, 
apprentices and the 
highly skilled staff who 
have driven the new 
layout and work 
programme.

A spokesman for the 
Butterfly Collector said:

“However, when a pub 
opens in a building 
apparently owned by a 
Conservative councillor 
who is both the chair of 
licensing and vice-chair 
of planning, you would 
expect them to follow the 
rules. 

“Barry residents 
would be appalled if 
developers started to 
build houses or the 
incinerator started 
operating before 

planning permission is 
agreed.” 

The application for the 
micropub is due to be 
presented to the planning 


committee on September 
27. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “While 
it is not unlawful to open 
in advance of obtaining 
planning permission 
from the council, it 
would be unauthorised 
and it is unfortunate if 
this has happened. 

“Any operator or 
developer who does so, 
does this at their own 
risk, should the council 
determine that planning 
permission should not be 
granted.”

Recycling: a Vale 
councillor responds 


LAST week, Island resident Barrie V 
Evans wrote a letter to Tbe GEM 
arguing that wbeelie bins might provide 
some of tbe answers for tbe Vale 
Council’s waste and recycling service 
and that there were other new measures 
he did not agree with. 

Here Cllr Geoff Cox, the Vale cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services, responds to the points 
Mr Evans made... 

Mr Evans said: “First we were told to separate 
all our recyclable waste and then that was changed 
to tell us all we should co-mingle it.” 

Many people may not appreciate that I was the 
cabinet member who a number of years ago made 
the decision to co-mingle. 

This was the correct decision at the time, to 
reduce costs while also increasing the recycling 
rate through increased participation and ease of 
use, especially as recycling was still relatively new 
to some residents. 

However, most GEM readers will appreciate that 
when the global recycling market recently took a 
downturn, influenced by the restrictions imposed 
by China, it had a significant impact on the value 
of recyclate, making it more expensive to sell a co¬ 
mingled recycling product because of its lesser 
quality. 

In addition, charges by processers to sort co¬ 
mingled material have increased by over £500,000. 

This means that a separated, high quality 
product, produced as a result of separated 
collections is far more valuable and sustainable as 
this material is more sought after by processors. 

However, it is not just about price, as the council 
has a legal duty under the Waste (England and 
Wales) (Amendment) Regulations 2012 to collect 
waste paper, metal, plastic and glass separately if 
the quality from a co-mingled service is 
compromised. 

We previously could justify having a co-mingled 
collection but we cannot now do so. 

Mr Evans mentioned ‘wheeled bins...’

sizes and types within our depot at Court Road. We 
are required to keep a variety of sizes of bins to 
supply areas unaffected by the new recycling 
arrangements which are to be introduced next year. 

Examples are communal bin stores located at 
flats and apartment blocks and for our dedicated 
commercial waste service that requires a selection 
of wheeled bins to be readily available for 
supplying potential customers. 

If all 50,000 plus households in the Vale were to 
be supplied with wheeled bins it would cost the 
council, and subsequently the ratepayers, around 
£L5m. 

Additionally, our existing collections vehicles 
would need to be fitted with alternative bin lifts at 
a cost of around £250,000 and these would 
adversely affect the productivity of collection 
crews as it takes longer to load wheeled bins than 
non-returnable containers. 

The use of wheeled bins is simply financially 
unsustainable and, even if we could obtain grant 
funding for them, it is not something the council 
would consider. 

As I have previously explained, it would result 
in an increase of unwanted waste and produce high 
levels of contaminated mixed recycling, further 
increasing the current processing costs. 

Mr Evans referred to: “...two black bags a 
fortnight” 

Past performance has shown that many 
households are able to cope with the two black 
bags or less a fortnight. With the new policy there 
will still be no limit to the amount of dry, garden 
and food recycling waste and if residents follow 
the guidelines the black bag allowance is 
achievable. 

There is support and additional waste allocations 
for households that produce high levels of pet 
waste, nappies/adult hygiene products and ashes 
(non-recyclable material). 

Early indications demonstrate an exceptional 
response from our residents with a 29 per cent 
decrease in the amount of black bag waste in the 
first week of the new system, when compared to 
the same period of time over previous years. 

Mr Evans raised the issue of fly-tipping. 

The council will not hesitate to take action 
against anyone caught fly-tipping. Fly-tipping is a 
crime and anyone caught could be issued with a 
fixed penalty notice or prosecuted and fined. 

I hope that my response will provide some 
further assurance to your readers. 


Charity wants

Barry’s grand parade as RAF celebrates its 
freedom of the Vale — granted 44 years ago

Members of RAF St Athan 
marched through Barry to 
celebrate 80 years since it 
was first established and 
100 years of the Royal Air 
Force. 

On Sunday, September 9, 
around 390 RAF personnel met at 
King Square in Barry, before 
marching down Holton Road to 
the Vale Council’s Civic Offices. 

The event was attended by Vale 
of Glamorgan Mayor, Cllr 
Leighton Rowlands, Council 
Leader John Thomas, Vale 
Council Managing Director Rob 
Thomas, and Secretary of State 
for Wales Rt Hon Alun Cairns, 
Lord Lieutenant and the High 
Sheriff. 

It was the final of five parades 
that RAF St Athan has led across 
south Wales. 

The Parade Commander, Wing 
Commander Steve Rowley, 
marched with a rare RAF 
Claymore Sword, one of only 
three known to exist in the UK. 



The Freedom Sword was gifted 
to the Vale Council in 1974 when 
RAF St Athan was awarded the 
Honorary Freedom of the county 
borough. The sword was last 
paraded in 2013, but this is the 
first time that a Station 
Commander has carried the sword 
in a Freedom Parade. 

Cllr Leighton Rowlands, said: 
“It was a great honour to allow 
RAF St Athan to exercise their 
freedom to march through the 


streets of Barry to celebrate their 
100 years. It was wonderful to see 
so many people support and pay 
tribute to past, present and future 
RAF members.” 

Alin Cairns MP said: “The 
parade was a fantastic way to 
demonstrate the pride we have in 
our Armed Forces and I’m 
delighted that our celebration in 
Barry was the biggest RAFIOO 
event in Wales. 

“It shows how well appreciated 
the RAF is locally and I’d like to 
pay tribute to the incredible 
individuals who serve and have 
served for everything they have 
done for our country.” 

An RAFIOO exhibition is 
currently on display at Cowbridge 
& District Museum in Cowbridge 
Town Hall. The exhibition is a 
celebration of engineering 
training, aircraft storage and 
aircraft engineering excellence 
carried out at RAF, as well as 
local people who served in the 
RAF. The display will run until 
October 20.

dramatic retelling, it’s 
the story of Spencer 
Reinhard (Barry 
Keoghan), Warren Lipka 
(Evan Peters), Eric 
Borsuk (Jared 
Abrahamson) and Chas 
Allen (Blake Jenner), 
four friends whose 
ordinary existence is 
shattered when Reinhard 
and Lipka come up with 
the idea for one of the 
most audacious heists in 
American history. 

Planning to steal rare 
books from a university 
library, the four friends 
soon begin to unravel 
under the pressure of 
what they’re planning... 

Moving from 
documentary to feature 
film is a journey littered 
with potholes, but Bart 
Layton, on the evidence 
of American Animals, 
has managed to safely 
avoid these pitfalls. 

Using a mix of talking 
heads and dramatic 
reconstruction, American 
Animals treads a woozy 
balance, but it’s Layton’s 
ability to drive the story 
and create interesting 
juxtapositions both 
narratively and visually 
that make this film a 
truly superb piece of 
work. 

At its core is a heist 
movie, but one that feels 
as ill-thought out as it is 
audacious; stealing rare 
books from a library 
guarded only by one 
older lady, the group see 
this is as a way out of 
their humdrum lives. But 
while the heist works on 


paper, once put into 
action, can they see a 
way to doing what they 
thi nk they can do? 

It’s one of many 
questions proffered 
throughout, a story of 
youthful ennui and 
disenfranchisement, 
trying to find a way out 
of a life that offers, to 
those involved, 
seemingly nothing. Not 
that these are four, 
down-at-the-heel young 
men - they are athletes, 
artists, wannabe FBI 
agents, all drawn to the 
idea of this heist as a 
way of making sense of 
their everyday existence. 

What unfolds, as 
Layton tells the story 
with regular cutaways to 
the real people involved, 
is a thrilling and exciting 
tale of trust and 
escapism, one that 
leaves you wholly rapt 
and engaged throughout. 

The story is 

captivating enough, but 
Layton is smart enough 
to play in the grey area 
between dramatic 
retelling and 
documentary realism. 

Events are debated 
and amended by Layton 
(meeting a fixer, we go 
back and forth altering 
the colour of his scarf, 
and even the fixer 
himself, based on the 
real-life recollections of 
those involved), while 
the real subjects and 
their dramatised 
counterparts share the 
screen debating the 
reality of the events they

are recounting. 

While it sounds a 
little highfalutin’, 

Layton grounds it so that 
it adds depth and layers 
to the story being told, 
and it’s a formidable and 
highly impressive outing 
for the British 
filmmaker. 

The cast are all very 
good; Barry Keoghan 
(who was so impressive 
in Dunkirk) capturing 
the tortured nature of a 
teenager whose big idea 
is crumbling around him 
and he wants out, while 
Evan Peters portrays the 
brains and the drive of 
the group, an individual 
who is prepared to push 
things. Jared 
Abrahamson and Blake 
Jenner round out the 
four, their turns quietly 
strong but ceding centre 
ground to the central 
relationship of Keoghan 
and Peters, who are 
excellent. 

It would have been 
easy to have played this 
straight as a heist movie, 
made the central 
characters loveable 
rogues, but Layton is 
always capable of subtly 
shifting our gaze, and 
when it comes to the 
heist itself, reminding us 
that beneath the jokey 
atmosphere there is a 
sense of malevolence 
that will come down to 
bear on those caught up 
in the middle of it. 

If you want to nitpick, 
you could suggest that 
the running time is a bit 
generous, with Layton 
playing events out 
slowly, but this works to 
the film’s advantage. As 
the story unfurls, you 
find yourself becoming 
drawn deeper and 
deeper. 

Come the climax, 
Layton’s ability to peel 
away layers pays 
dividends as you find 
yourself wondering just 
what is truth and what is 
subjective, and it results 
in a film that is one of 
the most impressive of 
this year. American 
Animals is a 
tremendously daring 
piece of work. 

VERDICT: A heist 
film with a twist, 
American Animals 
becomes a richer and 
more layered film 
through the use of 
talking heads and a 
teasing thread of truth. 
Playing with conceptions 
and the subjectiveness of 
events, Bart Layton 
crafts a thrilling and 
tension-fuelled study of 
the ambivalence of 
youth. One of the year’s 
best, this comes wholly 
recommended. Essential 
viewing.

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Councillor questions abilities 
of local authority staff 
over parking strategy report 


A COUNCILLOR 
has voiced concern 
at £48,000 the Vale 
Council paid 

outside consultants 
to prepare a draft 
parking strategy. 

The proposals are 
under public consultation 
until September 28. 

Cllr Kevin Mahoney, 
who represents the Sully 
Ward, claimed council 
employees could have 
done the job, saving 
money. 

He said: “Quite 
frankly, if the Vale 
doesn’t have the 
capability for its own 
staff to come up with a 
‘let’s introduce and 
increase parking charges 
to make more money out 
of residents and visitors’ 
report without handing 
over an outrageous 
£48,000 to Capita, then 
we need to take a good 
look at staffing abilities.” 

Cllr Mahoney said he 
was “hugely concerned” 
at the implications of the 
parking proposals for 
residents and local 
businesses. 


“In my own ward, the 
implications of imposing 
parking charges at 
Cosmeston Park has the 
potential to see large 
numbers of visitors to the 
park avoiding fees by 
clogging up the narrow 
access roads at 
Lavernock Park estate. 

“The council’s own 
consultation map 

actually has this - and 
other estates and 
residential areas 

identified as potential 
dispersal areas - already 
acknowledging that 
locations will more than 
likely become new 
parking facilities for the 
country park and high 
street shopping centres.” 

Clh* Mahoney said he 
didn’t think Vale rate 
payers should have to 
pay to visit a park that 
they already fund out of 
their council tax. 

“At a time when we 
are all concerned about 
fitness and health levels, 
to impose a fine on 
residents to visit a park 
that they already fund for 
their exercise and social 
activities, is simply

wrong. Regular visitors 
could be looking at a 
couple of hundred 
pounds a year just to visit 
their own park.” 

Cllr Mahoney said: 
“What is left out of the 
proposals is the removal 
of free parking for the 
officials and councillors 
putting forward these 
proposals, who all enjoy 
free parking at council 
offices. 

“A significant number 
of councillors even have 
the cheek to have permits 
for their own exclusive 
reserved free car parking 
area at County Hall. 

“I’m wondering why 
they feel that they are so 
important that they 
should enjoy free 
reserved parking when 
the general public 
currently has to scrap it 
out for limited parking 
elsewhere, and now faces 
these new restrictions 
and charges. 

“I personally refuse to 
take advantage of this 
little perk available only 
to the ‘great and good’.” 

Cllr Mahoney added: 
“I would like to suggest 
that the councillors’ 
‘reserved free parking 
area’ is removed and that 
all council office car 
parks are open to the 
public during working 
hours on a ‘two hours 
before paying’ basis. 


“This would also 
apply to the officials and 
councillors who 

currently enjoy free 
parking while proposing 
to impose fees on 
others.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson explained 
that the management of 
parking (and other 
services) was in the 
spotlight because of the 
reduced financial 

settlement from the 
Welsh Government. 

“Producing the ‘Draft 
Parking Strategy’ was a 
technical piece of work 
that required a high level 
of parking and 

transportation expertise. 

“It involved 

promoting the efficient 
use of parking spaces in 
the Vale, while 

encouraging alternative 
sustainable modes of 
transport and enhancing 
the local economy. 

“The council had 
neither the staff resources 
nor the necessary 
specialist experience in 
house to conduct this 
research which is why 
Capita were contracted to 
undertake it. 

“Given the continual 
year on year reductions 
in the settlement afforded 
to this council by Welsh 
Government, the council 
must consider its 
approach to the 
management of car 
parking and other 
services across the Vale. 

“A consultation 
exercise on this issue is 
currently taking place 
and we invite residents, 
local business owners, 
councillors and other 
stakeholders to 

contribute by the 
deadline of September 


28. 

“A number of well- 
attended drop-in sessions 
have already been held 
and we thank those that 
have participated for 
their contribution. All 
views expressed will be 
given full consideration 
and no decisions on this 
matter have yet been 
taken. 

“The council is 
looking at introducing a 
parking strategy for a 
number of reasons. 

“We need to generate a 
turnover of vehicles in 
town centres and ensure 
that the same cars do not 
remain parked in these 
areas for extended 
periods of time. Such a 
turnover can benefit 
town centre businesses as 
well as visitors. 

“It is also vital that we 
recoup the costs linked to 
car parking provision, as 
well as those associated 
with maintaining other 
areas such as highly 
regarded country parks 
like Porthkerry. 

“This money can then 
be used to run the car 
parks and reinvest into 
town centres, coastal 
resorts and green spaces 
as well as assisting the 
council to manage its 
budgets moving 

forward.” 

The spokesman added: 
“Under the Capita 
proposals, the Civic 
Office would serve as a 
private car park 
throughout the working 
week. Then on the 
weekend and bank 
holidays it would became 
a long-stay car park, with 
councillors and council 
staff subject to exactly 
the same charges as 
everyone else.”

Former children’s 
home is now a 


conservation area 


A former children’s home in 
Bridgend which dates back to 
the late 19th century has been 
designated as a conservation 
area to protect its heritage. 

Thirteen homes in Preswylfa Court 
are Grade II listed, having been built as 
‘Cottage Homes’ for children between 
1880 and 1902. 

Known as the Merthyr Mawr Road 
Children’s Home, it was renamed 
Preswylfa in 1950. 

During the 1990s new homes were 
built around the ‘village green’ 
intermittently placed between the older 
buildings. 

But while the design and materials 
of the new development were 
controlled at the time through the 
planning process, the local authority 
says incremental changes being made 
to the modem homes are having a 
negative effect on the character of the 
area. 

In a report which went before 
Bridgend County Borough Council’s 
development control committee on 
August 30, officers state: “Without 
controls being introduced, there is a 
real risk of the area becoming so 
materially affected that the value of the 
built heritage could be irretrievably 
lost.” 

According to officers, the issue has 
arisen due to changes in ownership of 
the homes and the ongoing need for 


maintenance and repairs. 

While alterations, extensions and 
demolition to the listed buildings can 
be controlled, alterations to the more 
recent homes have been classed as 
permitted development. 

Councillors designated the 
Preswylfa Court Conservation Area 
earlier this year to avoid harm to the 
setting of the listed buildings and 
enable the “preservation and 
enhancement” of the character and 
appearance of the area as a whole. 

At the end of August the Welsh 
Government confirmed the council’s 
decision. 

It means those living at Preswylfa 
Court in the newer homes will now 
have to seek planning permission for 
work previously classed as permitted 
development. 

This includes any changes to the 
roof materials, windows and doors, as 
well as external painting and the 
installation of a gate or fence. 

In addition to the conservation area, 
part of the new directions have been 
issued under the Town and Country 
Planning (General Permitted 
Development) Order 1995. 

In a consultation on the plans, 
owners of the properties recognised the 
need to protect the area and prevent 
any further deterioration.

Brackla plan 
is withdrawn 


PLANS to build 
three homes near 
ancient woodland in 
Bridgend have been 
withdrawn. 

The outline planning 
application involved 
building three detached 
homes and garages on 
Briary Wood, Briary 
Way, Brackla. 

The plans had sparked 
outrage among residents 


living nearby who 
launched a campaign to 
save the woodland. 

The site forms part of 
the locally-designated 
‘Tremains’ Site of 
Importance for Nature 
Conservation and is also 
registered as Ancient 
Semi Natural Woodland 
with the trees subject to 
Tree Preservation Orders 
(TPO). 

The Woodland Trust 


formally objected to the 
application saying the 
development would 
cause significant damage 
to an important habitat. 

Natural Resources 
Wales recommended 
planning permission be 
granted but only if a 
condition relating to bats 
was made as part of the 
application 

It said further surveys 
would be required if any 
pruning or removal of 
trees was to be carried 
out due to some trees 
having a “moderate 
potential” for roosting 
bats. 

The application - 
P/18/3 81/OUT - was 
withdrawn by the agent. 
Vale Planning, on 
September 5.

Let us 
get together and see if we can awaken 
the dragon and create more 
friendships. 

To this end I would like to be able 
to contact all the sporting, cultural, 
leisure and educational organisations 
in Llantwit Major, and any 
individuals, to see if we can set up 
links between them and similar 
organisations in Le Pouliguen.

Julia is a member of 
the Welsh Coastal 
Sculling development 
squad which includes 
rowers from around 
Wales. 

The squad are trying 
to develop coastal 
sculling in Wales and to 
get rowers to the top in 
Great Britain and 
representing at world 
competitions. 

Julia, who only 
decided to trial for the 
squad after the birth of 
her second daughter in 
April of last year wanted 
to get back into 
competitive rowing. 

With her previous 
rowing experience she 
was asked to join the 
squad and train with 
them during the last 
winter and this summer. 


Apart from 

representing Barry in 
Welsh Sea Rowing 
league races, the training 
culminated in racing at 
Sandbanks in Poole. It 
proved to be a very tough 
challenge over a six 
kilometre course with a 
one metre swell. 

Julia finished in sixth 
place in the final against 
competitors from Great 
Britain, Ireland and 
Sweden and qualified for

The boats are six 
metres in length and have 
one person rowing with 
two oars, this is called 
Sculling. 


Steering is done by 
looking over your 
shoulder. The boats, 
called Yoles, are built of 
fibreglass and designed 
to withstand rough 
coastal conditions. 

The World 

Championships are being 
held in Sidney, Victoria 
in Canada from October 
11-13 and there will be 
crews competing from all 
over the world in six 
different classes, more 
than 180 boats altogether. 

The conditions in

But if you select one of 
the more ‘engaging’ 
driving modes, then 
things start to feel that 
little bit more exciting 
and the V90 picks up its 
pace, but without having 
a massive effect on fuel 
economy. 

On the road: I 

expected nothing but the 
best and I was not 
disappointed. The V90 
does not roll and scamper 
around like a scalded cat 
- it just glides. It’s 
actually like driving 
around on air, it’s that 
good. The grip levels are 
also another part of the 


V90 that work so well 
because Volvo has once 
again built a car that feels 
epic on the road and so 
sure-footed, even the 
most over-enthusiastic 
driver would struggle to 
get it out of shape. 

The new V90 also 
delivers cutting-edge 
Pilot Assist semi- 
autonomous drive 
technology, which for me 
is the most advanced 
standard safety package 
on the market today and 
Run-off-Road 
Mitigation, which is 
another safety feature 
keeping you safe while 
out on the open road. 

Safety and 

technology: Some of the 
standard equipment in 
the V90 includes Sensus 
Navigation, Voice- 


control system. City 
Safety, which includes 
pedestrian, cyclist and 
front collision warning 
with fully automatic 
emergency braking, 
including at junctions. It 
also has Pilot Assist; 
Adaptive Cruise Control 
and Run-off road 
protection, which 

automatically tightens 
the front seatbelts should 
the car inadvertently 
leave the road; LED 
headlights with active 
high beam; two-zone 
climate control with 
‘Cleanzone’ air-quality 
system; an eight-inch 
active TFT crystal 
driver’s information 
display; 17-inch alloy 
wheels (18-inch on D5 
PowerPulse versions) 
and Volvo’s in-car 
infotainment control 
system, which is 
basically a 9-inch touch 
screen control panel 
where the majority of 
functions inside the 
vehicle are controlled 
from.

When point-to-point came 
to the Vale - part four 


THIS is the fourth 
extract from Brian 
Lee’s long out of 
print The Races 
Came Off - The 
Atory of Point-to- 
Point Racing in 
South and West 
Wales. 

Before the start of the 
Glamorgan point-to- 
point of 1902, the riders 
met at the Bear Hotel, 
Cowbridge, where the 
Crossways course was 
pointed out to them. 

In the heavyweight 
race. Lady Edward 
reversed the previous 


year’s placings with 
Magpie coming home a 
length clear. The 
Mackintosh soon made 
amends for Magpie’s 
defeat by winning the 
lighweight race with 
Mainspring, who easily 
accounted for his 10 
rivals. 

The judge. Col 
Harbor Homfray, had a 
hard task in seperating 
the first three home in 
the farmers’ race in 
which Mr W C Blake’s 
Colonel finished a head 
in front of Rosebud, with 
Kitchener a further head 
away in third place. 

This was the year that 


Lewis Gottwaltz 
resigned his 
secretaryship of Cardiff 
(Ely) Races, a post he 
had held for 17 years. At 
the time, Mr Gottwaltz 
remarked that the people 
of south Wales had not 
the love of racing which 
was found in other parts 
of the country. 

Though this remark 
could have had a lot of 
truth in it, for 
attendances at Cardiff 
Racecourse had 
declined, it certainly was 
not true with regard to 
point-to-point racing. 

Thousands turned up 
at Pentyrch for the 
Ystrad Point-To-Point 
where Mr H Llewellyn’s 
Darkie took the 
lightweight event, and 
Mr G T Treharne’s 
Hampton the 
heavyweight race. 

In 1903,the 
Glamorgan Hunt Point- 
To-Point returned to 
Bonvilston, where the 
course which was 
selected near the Aubrey 
Arms was ‘an admirably 
arranged one’. 

Continuous rain 
overnight and during the 
morning made it very 
heavy going causing 
quite a few spills. For 
the second year running 
Mr WC Blake’s r/jc 
Colonel won the 
farmers’ race, beating 
Gus Rooney’s Jack The 
Dandy. 

In the heavyweight 
race two of the riders - 
who wore hunting 
costume - were left 
behind at the first fence 
when their horses 
refused to jump it. But 
like true huntsmen, they 


eventually managed to 
get their mounts to clear 
the obstacle and rejoined 
the race, first past the 
post being Tom Price’s 
brown mare. Black Fury. 

The lightweight race 
went to Mr E H 
Forrester’s brown 
gelding Lifebuoy, who 
forged ahead a few yards 
from the winning post to 
score by a neck. 

Lifebuoy was ridden by 
Mr Thackeray of Glan- 
Ely. 

The Lewis Arms in 
Pentych, near Cardiff, 
was where the horses 
and riders met for the 
Y strad and Pentych 
fixture. 

There were four 
events to be decided, a 
lightweight and 
heavyweight race, a 
sweepstakes race and a 
farmers’ race which was 
for horses of 14 hands. 

Horses that exceeded 
this height had to carry 
seven pounds extra for 
every inch over it. Those 
horses under 14 hands 
were allowed seven 
pounds. 

Mr T. Llewellyn’s 
Dolly Grey, ridden by 
Mr J Powell, emerged 
the winner of this race. 
The popular sporting Dr 
Moynan won the 
heavyweight event on 
Mr J D Williams’ 
Limerick.

From the ecstacy to the agony... 
Denmark give Wales a reality 
check after Irish tour de force

IT seems surprising that September 
marks nine months since Ryan Giggs 
took charge of the Welsh senior national 
team. Due to it being a World Cup year, 
Giggs has only overseen three games in 
that time frame, none of which could be 
considered to be, in themselves, games of 
importance or great significance. 

However, the games in the China Cup against 
the hosts and Uruguay, and May’s goal-less draw 
with Mexico in Los Angeles carried a great deal 
of significance for the future of Welsh football. 

One point made about Chris Coleman’s reign 
was his dependence on a core of players, players 
who achieved so much in France two years ago, 
but players who, when unavailable, never had 
wholly-capable deputies. 

Giggs, conscious of the need to blood 
youngsters and aware of father time creeping up 
on those core players, has taken great steps to 
address that issue, placing the emphasis on youth 
and trying to get the mix right so that Wales can 
prosper even when shorn of our top-class talent. 

When it came to naming his first competitive 
squad for the Nations League double-header 
against Republic of Ireland and Denmark, Giggs 
stayed the course, no place for Hal Robson-Kanu 
(who chose to retire from international football 
safe in the knowledge that that goal against 
Belgium will ensure his place in all Welsh fans' 
hearts) nor Neil Taylor. 

Instead, among the list of perennials such as 
Bale, Ramsey, Gunter, Hennessey, Allen and 
Williams were the likes Connor Roberts, Chris 
Mepham, Tom Lockyer, Ethan Ampadu, Matthew 
Smith, Harry Wilson, Ben Woodburn, David 
Brooks and Tyler Roberts, the new breed, many of 
whom have already shown glimpses of what they 
are capable of on the international stage. 

Their first major test was against Martin 
O'Neill’s Republic of Ireland on Thursday night at 
the Cardiff City Stadium, nearly 11 months to the 
day since James McClean’s strike consigned 



Wales to third-place in the World Cup qualifying 
group. 

While revenge may have been on the mind of 
fans whose summer plans were left in tatters, 
Giggs had left his players under no illusion that it 
was time to move on from that night; “If there 
there is anything in their minds about (revenge)... 
get it out of your head. 

“It was a long time ago, for me it is a new 
game and it is my job to make sure we perform as 
best we can on the night.” 

No doubt Giggs had envisaged a scenario 
where his first home game would end in 
triumphant victory, but even in his wildest dreams 
would he have struggled to picture Wales 
completely dominating their opponents, the 4-1 
scoreline an incredible, and richly-deserved, result 
for the team. 

Injuries and international retirements had left 
the Irish in a far weaker position than they were 
II months ago, but on paper they should still have 
been a stem test for a Welsh team who have 
always struggled when faced with a more physical 
threat. 

However Wales tore into them from the off, the 
crispness of their passing and an attacking intent 
putting the Irish on the back foot. 

When the breakthrough came with just six 
minutes on the clock it was a dream start, Tom 
Lawrence’s superb finish beating Darren 
Randolph at his near post, and the stadium was in 
a state of bliss just 12 minutes later when Gareth 
Bale’s incredible curling finish put Wales two 
goals to the good, leaving the Irish shellshocked. 

Shorn of any great creativity, Wales were happy 
to pick off the Irish attacks and use the likes of 
Joe Allen and Ethan Ampadu (whose poise, 
passing and all-round control of the game at just 
17 years of age was amazing to see) to counter¬ 
attack with the pacey front line relishing their 
battle with a shaky Irish defence. 

When Aaron Ramsey made it 3-0 in the 37th 
minute the game was effectively over, but Wales 
continued to threaten. They took until the 55th

minute to grab their fourth, right-back Connor 
Roberts (whose selection over stalwart Chris 
Gunter came as something of a surprise) striking a 
gorgeous shot past the despairing Randolph. 

The Irish got a goal back when Ramsey’s error 
allowed substitute Shaun Williams to take 
advantage, but Wales ended the game on the front 
foot and could have added to their four-goal haul, 
such was their attacking intent. 

This was an exceptional performance from 
Wales, one that captain Ashley Williams 
considered one of their best in recent times, and 
it’s hard to argue with that assessment. 

With the defence solid (albeit rarely tested), the 
midfield creative and the attackers hungry and 
clinical, this was a rich outing for Wales, with 
Giggs (no doubt relieved that his first game on 
home soil ended in such a result) after the game 
commenting that, for these players, the bad news 
is maintaining that standard. 

That was always going to be tough going up 
against Denmark away, especially since their crisis 
was resolved and the likes of Christian Eriksen 
and Kasper Schemichel returned to the fold after 
an ‘image rights’ dispute. 

A second game in four days certainly seemed to 
take its toil on Giggs’ squad, the only changes 
seeing Gareth Bale being named captain with 
Ashley Williams missing out on the squad 
altogether (his starting place taken by James 
Chester), David Brooks returning to the bench 
with Conner Roberts taking his place as a winger 
and Chris Gunter returning to the fold, and the 2-0 
reverse was a result that was in no way against the 
run of play. 

Where Thursday night had been about verve 
and guile, Sunday was more about containment 
and Wales did well in that respect, their only 
mistake of note leaving Eriksen free in the penalty 
area, and his shot was fired into the bottom left 
corner to make it 1-0. 



A harsh, but predictable, penalty award for 
handball against Ampadu saw Eriksen double his 
tally, and his country’s lead, and from that point 
on Wales were looking leggy and Denmark, a 
team who know how to keep things tight, saw the 
game out with little fuss. 

Eor Wales, while not the best result in terms of 
aiming to top this group, it was something of a 
reality check both for the youngsters and for 
Giggs himself - if only international football were 
as easy as Thursday night. 

Going forward Wales were shackled well by the 
Danes, who were wholly unwilling to allow the 
likes of Bale and Lawrence the chance to run at 
them, and without this Wales were a little 
toothless, only managing two shots on target. 

It was by no means a comprehensive defeat, yet 
it was one that Giggs will look at and try to 
analyse how they can do better in that situation, a 
vital learning curve. 

So, at the halfway point of this new 
competition, Wales will now look towards next 
month’s friendly against Spain on October 11 as a 
chance to develop before resuming Nations 
League hostilities against Republic of Ireland in 
Dublin five days later, with their final game in 
Cardiff against the Danes on November 16. 

Einishing top isn’t beyond any team in this 
tightly-poised group, and Wales will feel confident 
that they can get something in Dublin and take 
things to a winner-takes-all showdown against the 
Danes, which would be an incredible boost for the 
squad and Giggs’ embryonic regime. 

There’s been plenty to praise and plenty to 
learn from thus far, Sunday a reality check that 
could prove to be huge in the grand scheme of 
things - weTl know more about Wales’ hopes and 
ambitions after next month’s games. 
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
